Editor The Star: I have received 


many requests for information regard- 


,^ing H. R. 23M, a bill in congress, 


regulating the warehousing, storing 
and reconccntration of cotton held by 
the Commodity Credit Corporation. 


Somelime ago the corporation an- 


nounced its intention of storing as 
much cotton on Coastal arcns as fac- 


•gilities would permit. This would mean 


that our local inland warehouses would 
be deprived of the benefits of this 
industry and would necessarily have 
to suspend this business. 


Because of this announcement, this 


( bill was introduced in the house and 
'• a similar. one in the senate, which 


requires and authorizes the storing 
of cotton in the cotton producing 
states near the place where it is 
producpdi This 5»«»n,accordance with 
the system in effect, during the-year 


fcof 
1940. This Bill also is to prevent 
w'the unnecessary 
and 
uneconomical 


cost to farmers arising out of the 
sampling and storing of that cotton, 
and to prevent the removal of the 
colton 
to warehouses so far 
from 


the homes of the farmers who have 


,i»an interest in it. Also, It seeks to 


prevent monopolistic control with re- 
spect to storing and warehousing. 


The 
Bill in the house was 
re- 


ferred to the Committe on Banking 
and Currency, and has been under 
consideration for the past few days. 


* I have discussed it with members 


of the Committee, and asked their 
assistance in obtaining favorable Com- 
mi^tec action and passage of the Bill. 
Reports are very encouraging, and I 
will be glad to use my influence and 
best efforts in passing the Bill, thus 


'preventing the concentration of this 


industry on coastal territory. I feel 
sure that you would be interested in j 
having this information.

©.hat seems to be inherent in racing 


is itself immoral, then the legislative 
opinions regarding dog- and horse- 
racing arc obviously contradictory. 


But few legislatures ever arc con- 


cerned with a strictly moral question. 
To be written into law a 
mornl 


question seems to be required to 
show that it sharply affects public 
economy — and so the legislative debate 
while it makes use of moral words 
is actually based on economic facts. 


Economists tell us that while horse- 


racing plnys to big money the dog 
track is strictly a poor man's folly. 
The state presumably would protect 
a class that needed protection before 
it would bother a class which had 
money to spare. 


But the real facts tire: 
There is only one horse-race-track 


in Arkansas — at Hot Springs. 


And 
only one (log-race-track— at 


West Memphis. 


The Hot Springs horse plant might 


be said to be strictly Arkansas' pro- 
blem, since it was set up here a long 
time ago and has operated on and 
off ever since. But the dog track at 
West Memphis was set up not to serve 
Arkansas but to catch the nickels and 
dimes of Tennessee's crowds pouring 
out of Memphis for a night across the 
stale line. 


And so, paradoxically, Hot Springs 


is Arkansas' moral problem and West 
Memphis is Tennessee's economic pro- 
blem. 


The legislature is pretty apt to lis- 


ten to Tennessee's complaint about 
economics before it pays much at- 
tention to morality at home.

Senate Beats 
Racing Repeal 
Bill Tuesday 


House Votes to 
Limit Unemploy- 
Ment to 8 Workers 
or More 


LITTLE ROCK-Of)—Ignoring ex- 


press wishes of Gov. Adkins the house 
in its first break with the iidministrn- 
tion rejected 29 to 45 Tuesday a pro- 
posed amendment to the conlrovcrsinl 
Steel bill revising the stale's unem- 
ployment compensation law which 
would have reduced its applicability 
from employers of eight or more to 
employers of one or more. 


The house followed up its rejection 


of the amendment by voting by a nar- 
row margin against reconsideration of 
the vote on the proposal. 


Partain of Crawford 
offered 
the 


amendment shortly after a message 
from Adkins recommending adoption 
of the proposal had been read to the 
house. 


"If this is not done it will de- 


stroy the benefits derived up to now 
and will destroy the bill insofar as' 
Arkansas is concerned," Adkins said. 


In his message the governor also 


recommended immediate passage of 17' 
other bills pending before the body. 


Meanwhile 
administration 
forces 


with votes to spare moved swiftly 
to clear the senate calendar of all 
"must" legislation, including contro- 
versial education bills which have 
been pending for several weeks. 


With former Senator J. L. Shaver, 


now Governor Adkins' legislative sec- 
retary, advising with leaders on the 
flood, the senate passed in swift suc- 
cession six major ddmniistration bills.

As the bill came over from tho se- 


nate it changes the existing law which 
requires payment of unemployment 
tax by all businesses employing one 
or more persons. The senate 
bill 


would require payment by businesses 
employing eight or more. 


Governor Adkins sent an urgent 


message to the house asking adoption 
of an amendment which would re- 
tain the present all-inclusive feature. 


The governor said— and he is em- 


inently correct— that unless tho pre- 
sent clause "one or more employes" 
is retained the whole structure of' 
unemployment compensation in Ar- 
kansas is endangered, 


For there arc a great many more 


businesses in Arkansas with less than 
eight employes, than businesses with 
over that number. 


Cutting clown the field of unem- 


ployment compensation simply means 
that total tax collections and total 
payment of benefits will be reduced 
to such a point that the law is no 
lunger of state-wide ufcct. 


This newspaper bus held the Un- 


employment 
Compensation 
Depart- 


ment to strict accounts in fulfilling 
the merit-rating system requirement— 
but we still believe in the principle 
of unemployment compensation, wise- 
ly administered. Which moans cither 
on u stale-wide basis or not at all.

University of Florida. She has also 
had work under Dale Carnegie and 
Richard Borden. Before going into 
educational work, Miss Schaffhauser 
was for several years connected with 
a Little Rock store, where she gain- 
ed a practical knowledge of sales- 
manship. 


The course will last three weeks 


with two lessons a week; at the con- 
elusion of which a certificate will be 
given to all who complete the course. 


There will be no expense to any- 


one who wishes to take the course, 
us there are no books to buy. no 
tuition, and the Chamber of Commerce 
will furnish all other material need- 
ed. 


The course will consist largely o£ 


rouncltable discussions of problems in 
salesmanship and will be illustrated 
with moving pictures and slides. The 
course will include general selling, 
variety store, ladies' ready-to-wear, 
iind department store and 
grocery 


salesmanship. 


Housewives are not accepted for 


this course unless they are already 
employed or have promise of em- 
ployment. The course is primarily for 
young people who wish to make a 
business of selling. 


Elaine Ellington, local district man- 


ager of the State Employment Ser- 
vice, has offered to give special con- 
sideration to the application of all 
those who take this course, 


Miss Schaffhauser has conducted this 


school in Little Rock, Foil Smith, 
Pine Bluff, El Dorado, and is now 
working in Texarkana.

and eight-page papers have been pro- 
duced by The Star on Lufkin South- 
ern-made newsprint, and by the end 
of this year the last of the Norwegian 
four-page rolls delivered just as the 
European war broke out will have 
been exhausted, making The Star a 
100 per cent user of Southern pine pa- 
per. 


Mr. Schenck and Mr. Newcombe re- 


ported Monday that 
improvements 


continue to be made in the Lufkin 
product. The Southern pine sheet al- 
ways has equalled the Canadian and 
European papers in 
printed 
ap- 


pearance, and has exceeded them in 
tcnsil strngth—but the Southern pine 
paper uses more ink. Mr. Schenck and 
Mr. Newcombe said Monday that the 
1941 paper has been given u harder 
finish, with lessened ink demand.

State School 
Enumeration * 


State-Wide Pro- 
gram to Begin 
Here March 10 


The enumeration of school children 


for the state of Arkansas will be- 
gin on March 10. The Supervisor of 
the enumeration of the Hope School 
District No. 1A is Mrs. C. W. Tarp- 
ley. 


Children living in the Hope Dis- 


trict between the ages of 6 and 21 
inclusive are to be enumerated. Often 
times parents think because the chil- 
dren have finished school or have mar- 
ried they are not to be counted, but 
the law states that the names of all 
children within the prescribed age 
are to be given. The numerator fre- 
quently finds that some parents with- 
hold names if the children are not in 
school. It makes no difference whether 
they are in school or not; if they are 
of school age then the District has 
the right to enumerate them. 


The Hope Schools have had some 


consolidations this year which enlarg- 
ed the territory. Providence and Oak 
Grove are the more recent consoli- 
dations. 


Parents can facilitate the enumera- 


tion greatly if immediate answers to 
the enumerators 
questions can 
be 


obtained.

be affected.

The program was announced to the 


House of Commons by Oliver Lyttle- 
ton. president of the Board of Trade, 
a cabinet post.

Since il will be many months yet 


before the first trainees arc "graduat- 
ed," nobody can say for certain what 
kind of soldiers they will be when 
their year is up. But if you have any 
views like the private citizen nbovc 
and go airing them around nrmy head- 
quarters here, be prepared for guffaws 
from the army men because they'll in- 
sist you nre just trying to put on 
another skit. 


A Year to Train 


The problem the nrmy faced when 


the selective service law was, passed 
was turning out soldiers in 12 months 
when they had always considered it 
look at least 18 lo make an ace fight- 
ing man oul of a raw rookie. They set 
about it in the only way possible, 
army spokesmen here will toll you . . 
by "streamlining" the training . . . . 
by culling out frills, not by pulling 
them in. And army people now are 
convinced that il can be done.

. WASHINGTON - 
Morale is vital 


in any fighting force. Volumes have 
been written about it. There's no mi- 
litary man worth his salt who does 
not think about it constantly. 


A great many civilians have a con- 


fused idea about morale. Many think 
it is the army's concern with morals 
Morals are only a phase of it. 


One dcfinilion lhal I gol of mo- 


rale: 


That mental quality and firmness 


which, in a body of Iroops, continues 
to function after everything else has 
broken . . . a quality which presses 
on lo its goal in the face of the most 
discouraging circumstances and rc-

Almosl Everything 


So you see, morale is almost every- 


thing and Is affected by almost ev- 
erything. If a soldier feels lhat the 
army Is dishing out slum Instead of 
a satisfying and appetizing meal; if 
his uniform doesn't fit and isn'l some 
thing he can lake pride in; if he 
feels the rifle ho carries, the machine 
gun he mans, the plane he flies isn't 
just as good as the other fellow's, 
then he may not be worth a hoot 
when the allack comes. 


These contributing factors arc bas- 


ic, so much so thai we don't need 
to consider them here. What we can 


consider is lhat, sifting the lessons, i 
particularly o£ Ihe first World War, 
Ihe military'powers lhat be how have 
launched on a morale program the 
like of which the American army and 
navy never dreamed of. 


In the first place, congress appro- 


priated aboul $3,700,000 for that alone. 
In the second, the army sel up, un- 
der direction of the adjutant general, 
Maj. 
Gen. Emory S. Adams, its new 


morale division. This division acts al- 
most entirely in an advisory capacity 
and as a clearing house, because the 
responsibility for Ihe morale of Ihe 
men in each camp rests solely with 
the commanding officer. In the last 
analysis, it is his problem and his 
success or failure, but it is up to 
the morale division to help in every 
way possible.

a remarkably efficient job of con- 
serving food supplies. 


First, those in charge lowered fat 


and meat contents of German diets as 
early as 1934, so that the German 
citizen felt hardly a jolt when the 
deficient war rations went into ef- 
fect. 


They juggled the ration allowances 


so that manual workers received al- 
most twice as much foor as the av- 
erage German, and the soldiers re- 
ceived fully twice the ration of the 
folks back home. But they still left 
the manual worker with only half 
enough fat 


They fertilized German farms to the 


limit in the three years just before 
war began and achieved extra pro- 
duction. And finally they gave them- 
selves a breathing spell this winter by 
"buying" food in the conquered areas. 


Nevertheless the American experts 


conclude, this has not been enough 
to win the battle of food 
freedom. 


Not by a jugful. And, here, they tell 
you, is the proof: 


Said Die Deutsche Volkswirtschaft, 


the official economic journal of the 
Nazi party, on March 2, 1939—a few 
months before the war started, and 
after the German people had been 
eating a deficient diet for more than 
five years: 


"Lately, signs of over-exertion of 


workers and employes have become 
apparent. First, the grippe epidemic 
has reached such an extent that it can 
only be explained by increased su- 
chological weariness. Second, extreme 
sceptibility owing to physical and psy- 
irritability on account 
of 
nervous 


strain resulting from over-exertion is 
common. Third, unexcused absences 
and attempts to stay away from work 
for flimsy reasons have 
increased 


sharply , . . 


"The over-exertion of workers is, 


in the last analysis, only 
another 


symptom of the general over-utiliza- 
tion of all resources . . . " 


These, the American experts indi- 


cate, are the symptoms of an uninten-

If You Think All Reports Are Dull See 
'Misconduct' in Social Security Paperback 


WASHINGTON — Unpatriotic and^ 


sourpuss meanies have from time to 
time circulated malicious rumors to 
the general effect that all govern- 
ment reports are dulle reading and 
fit only to give employment to the 
people who carry out waste-baskets. 


Exceptions have been made for the 


government 
weather report, 
which 


furnishes the day's chief item of con- 
versation; 
(lie crop reports, which 


help the farmers and facilitate specu- 
lation tand gambling on the grain ex- 
changes; and tlie daily U-easury ba- 
lance, which has been a great boon 
to the numbers racket. 


But by and large, no government 


report has ever been a best-seller, 
and as substitutes for bedtime stor- 
ies, a government report is no good 
because, if read aloud to any un- 
suspecting child, it might put him to 
sleep all too permanently. 


, "Misconduct" misleading 


All this slander is unfortunate in- 


deed, for some of the most 
solid 


tinal sit-down strike, a result of the 
lack of proper fat and meat in the 
workers' rations.

British defense and blockade could 
aggravate that condition among the 
German populace as a whole. The 
cheerful workman is the fellow who 
gets plenty of meat and fat, or, in its 
place, plenty of vitamins from fruits 
and vegetables, which Germany ad- 
mittedly lacks.

to rival "Uncle' Tom's Cabin" and 
"Grapes of Wrath," and the chapter 
you shouldn't miss is titled "Mis- 
conduct." 


Now we're getting somewhere. 
It's a shame to spoil the build- 


up this early in the review, but the 
truth is that this isn't the kind of 
misconduct you were hoping it might 
be. 


There is no preface, but the Social 


Security Board people explain that 
the purpose of this pamphlet is to 
spread around among state unem- 
ployment 
commissions 
information 


about typical cases that other states 
have held hearings on, so the other 
s;tates will know how to deal with 
such cases if they should arise at 
home. 


The cases reported are interesting 


for two reasons: 


First, because they are marvelous 


revelations of the things that worry 
poor, unfortunate little people when 
they do something dumb and get 
fired for it. There's the pathos. 


Second, because they are an amaz- 


ing confession of the extent to which 
the great United States government 
has had to step into the private lives 
of even the most unfortunate of cit- 
izens, to print books of case histories 
about their tough breaks and the 
errors of their ways. Furthermore, it 
is a confession of the shame of State 
governments, that they must hold for- 
mal hearings, 
take testimony just 


like a court, and make hard work 
and official decisions and findings on 
situations they shouldn't be bothered 
with. There's the pity. 


Beers Okay—But Not Feuding 


A few excerpts of these official de- 


cisions will give you the idea of 
what important things governfent is 
concerned with today, and just how 
much of Solomon's wisdom a govern- 
ment commissioner must possess to 
make these far-seeing and

making rulings: 


Florida. Misconduct case 1225. A 


karehouseman who partook of two or 
three bottles of beer while not on the 
job, held not guilty of misconduct 
connected with his work. 


Kansas. 
Misconduct case 1390. A 


member of a family in which a feud 
existed, who participated in encoun- 
ters between members of the family 
on the employer's premises. 
Held 


gi'ilty of misconduct. 


Missouri. Misconduct case 1230. A 


claimant who aided fellow employes 
in taking gasoline from the premis- 
es of the employer, held guilty of 
misconduct even though he did not 
profit by his actions. 


New Jersey. Misconduct case 1310. 


An assembly line worker who lost 
his head and struck the "pusher," 
held not guilty of misconduct when

conduct 
provoked 


claimant's action. 


West Virginia. Misconduct case 1380. 


A stockroom clerk who slept while 
on duty without reporting to the 
employer that he was ill, if such were 
the case, held guilty of misconduct. 


There are hundreds of cases like 


those, and the point is that wherever 
the man was found not guilty of 
misconduct, he got unemployment in- 
surance or his job back. If guilty, 
he got nothing. There are other types 
of cases in the book, including one 
about a New York stale preacher who 
was found eligible for unemployment 
insurance even though "he received 
no remuneration of any kind in re- 
turn for his services which were per- 
formed mainly on Sunday, and who 
was available for full-time employ- 
ment the other six clays of the week 
held available for employment." 


Well, there's the government for 


you, and this brief glimpse may give 
you a few ideas about what goes on, 
which you ^may not have suspected 
Also, there's a government 
report. 


Should such classics be thrown in 
the waste-basket?
